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GOLF ON SUNDAYS 


INTERESTING CITIZENS’ MEET- 
ING IN THE PRESBYTERIAN 


CHURCH. 


The Presbyterian Church was very 


the city was there in great force, and 
a. quiet, unobtrusive person in differ- 
ent parts of the audience showed that 
the golfers were also represented. 
The feeling of the meeting was un- 
doubtedly strongly in favor of cutting 
out golf on Sundays, not so much he- 
cause it was an unlawful act, but be- 
cause of its influence on the minds of 
the young people of the city. 

At the outset Mayor W. E. Lord 
was voted to the chair, and when he 
had stated the objects of the meeting 
he called on Ex-Mayor G. W. Smith, 
who while sympathising with the ob- 
jects of the meeting said he did not 
think they ought to try’ to legislate 
to any man what he should or shoul‘ 
not do with his whole. time on the 
Sunday. , He did what he considered 
was good in his own conscience on 
the day of rest, ard he refused to he 
a conscience to any other man in 
telling him what woud be right. He 

considered that the rights of the in 
dividual should not ve interfernd 
with by any legislation on the mat- 
ter. He was followed by Rev. Arm- 
strong in the same strain. Rev. Arm- 
strong said he was particularly pleas- 
ed to see such a crowd out 1n a place 
of worship, to pass comment on what 
was”a question of religious observ- 
ance, and considered it a good omen 
that the various churches could join 
together on such a common ground, 
when one of the fundamentals of 
their common faith was challenged. 
He thought a man’s conscience should 
be his primary guide as to just how 
he should use his Sunday, following 
always the commands given by the 
bible on the matter. What was good 
to some men would not be good to 
others. 

Rev. Brown followed and _ cleared 
the air by going after the golfers as 
an organized body. The _ individual 
was not so much as the community, 
and the matter had to be looked at 
in the light of a community influence. 
He could not place the man who went 
out for an auto ride in the same cate- 
gory as the golf club, which placed 
its equipment at the disposal of its 
members to use, and the influence of 
a body of men who went to the links 
on Sunday after Sunday was not 
an individual matter but a commun- 
ity matter, and the community had 
Tights to be protected just as much 
as the individual, and the influence 
on the young people of the district 
was one which he abhorred and which 
must be put down for the benefit of 
the community. 

Various other ministers aired their 
views very distinctly against the 
moral and religious influence of the 
golf club on the young life of the 
city, quoting again and again pass- 
ages of Scripture when the distinct 
commands of Christ were given as to 
the correct observance of the Sabbath 
Day. The fear was not so much as 
to the present evil, but to its possi- 
bilities of advancement. Mr. Mc- 
Vicar voiced the opinion that if we 
allowed the present indiscretion to 
creep on in a short time we would 
have the baseball and other clubs 
starting to play on Sunday, with the 
utlimate result that challenges would 
be issued to neighboring towns, and 
the final achievement of what was 
practically an open Sunday, which, he 
pointed out, had practically been the 
ruination of Europe, and which we 
had recently been fighting on the 
battlefields in France and Flanders. 

The feeling of the meeting up to 
this time had been entirely swayed 
on the side of the religious view of 
the situation, and undoubtedly the 
wish gf the meeting was to ask the 
golf club to cut out the evil. 

_Mr. C. C. Gamble, however, enlight- 
ered matters when he took up the 
cudgels on behalf of the men who 
‘took their Sabbath recreation on the 
golf links. He did not for a moment 
admit all the accusations which had 
been Inunched by the previous speak- 
ers. He was neither a criminal, a 
law-breaker, nor an “uppity-up” (as 
one of the previous speakers had 
called the golfers). He had that 
morning been on the golf course and 
had played a game with two other 
gentlemen, and he could assure the 
meeting that he had been to church 
that night, and aiso that they others 
were there too, so that he considered

Calgary, Sat., Sept. 20. 


Cattle. 

Notwithstanding the fact that some 
exceptionally nice steers this week 
have brought prices of $12 and $11.20. 
at the Calgary yards the market is 
lower by at least a dollar on them, 
and the cows are down about a dol- 
lar. There are good steers going 
from $9.50 to $10.00; some may bring 
over that, but they are only to the 
choicely finished ones. The cows 
are down to $7 and $8 for the good 
ones, and an occasional sale a quar- 
ter over that, but all cow stuff is 
materially lower, down to the can- 
ners at from.$4 to $4.50. The bulls 
are cut probably a quarter, with the 
best of them at $6.50. Calves have 
been fluctuating, and on the sales 
yesterday had lost a little and good 
ones are not bringing more than 
$9.75 and others down to $5. Feeders 
have been moving fairly well, but 
the price, though unchanged, will 
buy better steers tkan it would a 
weer age and some Jne heavy anim- 
at $9.25. Stocker

cows are down and bring from $5 to 
$6. 

On Edmonton market the really 
choice steers are bringing good mon- 
ey, and sales are up to $11.25, but 
they were fine, heavy steers, and are 
considerably above the ordinary run 
of steers, which are bringing from 
$10 to $10.50. The tops on cows has 
been lowered a little, with the best 
fat ones at $8.25. Stocker steers are 
being taken off the market very satis- 
factorily, but buyers are not paying 
as mnuch for them as before. Stock. 
er heifers are a little higher, with the 
top raised to $7:70. Calves are 'a 
little lower with the best from $9 to 
‘$9.50. Receipts at the yards have 
been heavy, with a large movemen, to 
the northern feeding grounds.

HURRICANE SWEEPS 
250 OLIVES away 


4,000 ‘PEOPLE DESTITUTE IN cor- 
“,PUS CHRISTI, TEXAS, AS 
RESULT OF STORM. 


‘Corpus Christi, 
Fifteen additional storm victims were 


brought to..the temporary, morgue 
‘here early today, bringing the known 
Ust in the city up to 82, as a result 
of the-tropical hurricane which swept 
this section last Sunday. 
known now exceeds 160, including 50. 
at Portland, 30 at Whitepoint, and 14 
at Rockport, according to reports 
here. 

The most reliable estimates here 
today place the loss of life at Corpus 
Christi, Port Aransas and Aransas 
Pass at about 250. The bodies being 
recovered today are in such ‘condition 
that identification will be almost im- 
possible. A drenching rain began 
falling this ‘forenoon, handicapping 
the relief workers and adding to the 
suffering of the homeless. 

Forty-seven victims of the tropical 
hurricane which swept Corpus Christi 
and this section early Sunday morn- 
ing had been brought to the tem- 
porary morgue in the county court 
house tonight. In addition to the 
deaths in the city, fifty-six were re- 
ported dead in the vicinity of Port- 
land, across Nueces bay from Corpus 
Chrisi. . . 

With the death list mounting and 
the property loss now placed in the 
neighborhood of $10,000,000, the peo- 
file of Corpus Christi- tonight, 36 
hours after the passing of the storm, 
seemingly were just coming to the 
full realization ofthe disaster through 
which they passed. Every industry 
in the city is prostrated and business 
is at a standstill, communication’o 
all kinds demoralized, and food and 
housing problems acute.

D. ARMSTRONG 


"Let no man, ‘therefore, Judge. you In 


meat, or In drink, or in respect of an} f 


holiday, or of the new moon, or of the 
Sabbath days: which are a shadaw of 


things to come; but the body is. of | Bas 


Christ.—Col. 2: 16, 17. x 

The Sabbath was made for man, 
and not man fér the Sabbath.—Mark 
2: 27. 


One man esteemcth one day above 
another; another esteemeth every day: 
alike. Let every man be fully per 
suaded in his own mind.—Rom. 14:5. 

The discussion which has arisen in 
connection with the playing of golf 
on Sunday will make a consideration 
of the place of the Sabbath in our 
personal lives a matter’of timely in- 
terest. i ie 

‘It is not to be expected that we may 
be able to reach unanimity of opinion 
upon the question of how best the 
Sabbath day may be observed, but it 
is essential that we should respect 
those who differ from us, and that in 
contending for our own ideas we 
should not transgress the law of love. 

There is a tendency on the part of 
those who are interested in the 
Church to revert to Jewish ideas and 
standards rather than to follow the 
more liberal attitude of St. Paul and 
of Jesus. 

It is very clear from the teaching 
of St. Paul as set forth in his letter 
to the Colossians, that the Jewish 
Sabbath was annulled, and to urge 
the observance of*the day as indis- 
pensable to salvation is to infringe 
on. Christian liberty. 

. The: institutions of Judaism were 


valuable as they prepared mankind 


for“the revelation of Jesus Christ. 
The Jewish idea of holiness was to 
set apart certain places, tithes, times 
and people, and invest them with a 
peculiar sanctity. These were sym- 
bols of the truth that “the earth is 
the Lords and the fulness thereof.” 
These institutions educated the peo- 
ple to the ruth that the whole order 
of life is spiritual and divine. 

To assert that Sunday is possessed 
of a greater sanctity that a week day 
or that it is in any sense pecullarly 
the Lord’s day is by implication to 
contend that we may live by a lower 
standard during the week and that 
our responsibility to God during the 
week is less than on Sunday. Every 
day is holy and in all things whether 
at work or play or whatever we do 
are to live in the spirit of worship. 

To make an essential of a symbol 
is a modern form of idolatry, not 
generally recognized as such. 

The necessity of the Sabbath lies 
not so much in the requirements of 
deity as in the nature of man him- 
self. “For who is he who need not 
the day? He is the man so rich in 
love, so conformed to the mind of 
Christ, so elevated into the sublime 
repose of heaven that he needs no 
carnal ordinances at all, nor the as- 
sistance of one day in seven to kindle 
spiritual feelings, seeing he is, as it 
were, all his life in heaven already.” 

The true observance of the Sab- 
bath lies not so much in doing certain 
things or in refraining from doing 
other things, but in an attitude of 
harmony with God and an active fel- 
lowship with Him. 

Our methods of observing the Sab- 
bath will vary with our personal oc- 
cupation, temperament and habits of 
life and how we each shall keep the 
day -holy is a matter for our individ- 
ual conscience to determine. “Let 
every man be fully persuaded in his 
own mind.” 

To those who have justified indul- 
gence in popular amusements on the 
ground that “the Sabbath was made 
for man,” we would say: “The church 
and public worship were mate for 
man and in our present state of so- 
ciety these are essential to the pub- 
lic good. 

Those who use the Sabbath for 
their personal pleasure would do 
much to disarm criticism if in their 
attitude on these questions of moral 
conduct they were as zealous in the 
performance of religious duties as 
they are in the assertion of their 
personal rights. If the church is a 
necessary institution in the life of the 
community (and there are few who 
deny its real value) it is necessary 
that every true citizen shall take his 
part in helping on the common cause. 

The church will be able to render 
a helpful serfice only as it enlists 
the hearty co-operation of all who 
love their fellowmen. 

The policy of the Lord’s Day Alli- 
ance in maintaining Sunday as a day 
for rest and worship is rendering a 
real service to mankind. Our wor- 
ship if we meet together and thought- 
fully consider and in a friendly way 
to discuss the realities of our exist- 
ence should help us to form opinions 
that are reasonable and just. 

To the laboring man, who has 
toiled at manual labor, rest may con- 
sist in physical idleness and in men- 
tal recreation or spiritual meditation; 
to others a Cabbath of enforced idle- 
ness would be a curse rather than a 
blessing. The trouble w::h our leg- 
islation is that it is repressive and 
with the teaching of the church that 
it has been negative rather than pos- 
itive. 

If we are failing to keep life, on 
Sunday and on week day, holy, it is 
due, nog to the fact that we do our 
letter writing or social visitation on 
Sunday, nor because we go joy-riding 
or golfing on the Lords day, but be- 


cause, in the words of the late Rev. 
F. W. Robertson, ‘because we are 
selfish men; because we prefer 


pleasure to duty, and traffic to honor; 
and because we love our party more 
than our church, and our church more 
than our christianity, and our christ- 
janity more than truth and ourselves 
more than all.” 

God never intended and man will 
nover allow the Sabbath to be a kill- 
joy. “Is it such a fast that I have 
chosen? for a man to afflict his soul 
for a day? Is it to bow down his 
head. as a bulrush and to spread 
sackcloth and ashes under him? 


Wilt thou call this a fast and an ac- 


. 


ceptable day to the Lord? 

Is not this the fast which I have 
chosen? to loose the bands of wicked- 
ness, to undo the heavy burdens, to 
let the oppressed go free, and that 
ye break every yoke?” 


RED GROSS ENTERS 
UPON PEACE WORK 


Mrs. Simpson, the secretary of the 
Red Cross Society in Red Deer, has 
received the following communica- 
tion, which should be read by every- 
one interested in Red Cross work: 


Calgary, August 7th, 1919. 
Dear Sir or Madam, 


On June 28th, we issued a circular 


to your branch requesting that in the 
interval which must necessarily 
elapse before it was possible to make 
known the programme in connection 
with Red Cross Peace work in\ this 
province, your society should contin- 
ue to hold its organization intact. We 
suggested that if you thought advis- 
able, Red Cross meetings should be 
suspended for some weeks until a 
definite programme having been de- 
fined under our new policy, we could 
assist your branch to reorganize its 
work in conformity with extended 
powers. 

As you will no doubt be interested 
to learn something of the progress: 
which has been made towards estab- 
lishing the Red Cross as a perman- 
ent organization, we desire to call 
your attention to the following  in- 
formation: 

Although prior to the war, Red 
Cross societies existed in every civ- 
ilized country in the world, little was 
heard of. their actiyities - except in 
the United States’ of America. The 
Red Cross was looked upon primarily 
except in the United States, as a War 
organization,-to care for sick and 
wounded soldiers. This limited ~ in- 
terpretation® of the Society's powers 
has now passed for all time into ob 
livion. 

Why? Because during four and a 
half years of unparalleled destruction 
ahd devastation, the Red Cross has 
come to be regarded as one of the: 
greatest constructive forces which 
the world has ever known. Every 
cent contributed through your branch 
to the funds of the society, every 
garment finished by your’ workers, 
has assisted to ameliorate and make 
good the suffering and wastage of 
war. There will shortly be issued 
to your ‘branch a “Certificate of Ser- 
vice” bearing testimony to the fact 
that the people of your community 
did their share in establishing this 
great tradition and assisted in saving 
the lives andreason of countless num- 
bers of their fellow-men during the 
past five years. 

Was this great organization, which 
your efforts had assisted to build, to 
be allowed to sink into oblivion with 
the declaration of peace? A thousand 
times no. Millions of lives have been 
lost, thousands of homes _ broken. 
These years of destruction have 
taught at least one great lesson—the 
value of human life—the value of 
health, of happiness and of peace. On 
February 22nd last, the most eminent 
scientists together with leading men 
of Great Britain, United States, 
France, Italy and Japan, met in con- 
ference at Paris and decided that 
henceforward the Red Cross must re- 
matin as a permanent organization for 
the prevention of disease, the advan- 
cement of public health, and the ame- 
lioration of suffering. 


Under Article 25 of the League of! 


Nations, each nation which enters the 
League agrees to establish, maintain 
and develop in its own country, duly 
authorized voluntary National Red 
Cross organizations for the above- 
mentioned purposes. 

At Cannes, in April last, as an out- 
come of the above-mentioned confer- 
ence, the League of Red Cross Soci- 
eties was formed. The League is 
non-political, non-governmental, 'non- 
sectarian; its aims and objects are as 
follows :— 

(1) To encourage and promote in 
every country in the world, the estab- 
lishment and development of a duly 
authorized voluntary National Red 
Cross organization, having as its pur- 
poses the improvement of health, the 
prevention of disease, and the miti- 
gation of suffering throughout the 
world, and to secure the co-operation 
of such organizations for these pur- 
poses. 

(2) To promote the welfare of 
mankind by furnishing a medium for 
bringing within the reach of all peo- 
ples, the benefits to be derived from 
present known facts and new contri- 
butions to science and medical know- 
ledge and their application. 

(3) To furnish a medium of co- 
ordinating relief work in case of 
great national or united national cal- 
amities. 

The headquarters of the League 
will be at Geneva, Switzerland, Sir

«7In June ‘last, the Parliament of Can- 
add conferred upon the Canadian Red

The Canadian Red. Cross will enter 
the League ‘with the same distinct 
recognition as the British Red Cross, 
and will be entitled to five represen- 
tatives in the General Council of the 
League. . 

Our representatives at the General 


‘| Council will confer with Red Cross 


representatives of other countries as 
to the best methods of combating dis- 
ease, promoting health and amelior- 
ating suffering throughout the world. 

The programme of work for Alberta 
will be made public at a convention 
to be held on September 30th next, 
after which a re-organization of the 
work will take place to enable bran- 
ches to adapt Sheir activities to peace 
conditions. ‘ 

A National campaign for Red Cross 
membership will be launched in the 
late autumn, and will ba conducted 
annually thereafter. 

We request that you will give the 
information contained in this circular 
the widest possible publicity, so that 
it may reach all sections of your com- 
munity. ‘ 


CRIMINAL SITTINGS « 


The fall criminal sittings at Red 
Deer of the Supreme Court of Alberta 
opened on Tuesday afternoon,’ the 
Honorable Mr. Justice Walsh presid- 
ing. Mr. Quigg appeared for the At- 
torney-General. 


Rex v. Fink. Carnal knowledge. The 
evidence of the woman had not been 
corroborated, and the case was not 
pressed. Mr. J. A. Valiquette, Calgary, 
for the defendant. 


Rex v. Darragh. Theft. Withdrawn. 


Rex v. Sturgeon. Sedition. With- 
drawn. . 

Rex v. Skells. Horse stealing. With- 
drawn. 

Rex v. Calkins. Theft. Withdrawn. !

Rex v. Turnbull and McArthur. Two 
C.N.R. brakemen charged with break- 
ing into Mr. Brown’s drug store at 
Rocky Mountain House and taking 
liquor therefrom,and also taking goods 
from a C. P. R. car;:-- The prisoners 
pleaded guilty. Two Big Valley wit- 
nesses gave testimony as to accused’s 
previous excellent character. Mr. Mac- 
Gillivary, K.C., Calgary, said the two 
young men had got liquor on a doctor's 
prescription, and went after more. In- 
fluenced with this, they broke into the 
C.P.R. car after food. There was no 
attempt at concealment; the stuff was 
found in their caboose. It was a crazy 
act, but the men were not criminals. 
McaArthur'’s mother had come out to 
visit him, while Turnbull was the sup- 
port of his parents. He asked for 
suspended sentence. 


The Judge sentenced the accused to 
four months in jail each. The ex- 
treme penalty for their offence, he 
said, was fourteen years, but there 
were extenuating circumstances. 
the same time, men could not get drunk ' 
and commit such offences and be let off | 
with an apology on the plea that they 
did not know what they were doing. 


Rex v. Cocco. The accused, Giouanni 
Cocco, miner at Nordegg, was charged 
with attempted murder of J. Novat- 
ney, their boarding-house keeper at 
Nordegg, in April last. Cocco had not 
been well for some days and took ex- 
ception to his food: the board was $35 
a month. _One afternoon he threw the 
food back on the kitchen table and 
threatened the women folks, they said. 
After tea, Novatney followed him out 
and took him to task, saying he had 
better change his boarding house if he 
was not satisfied, and that he must not 
talk rough to the women, or there 
would be trouble. As Novatney turned 
to go away, Cocco locked his left arm 
over Novatney’s shoulder and slashed 
him across the throat with a razor. 
Only the promptest of medical atten- 
tion saved Novatney's life. Cocco ad- 
mitted the act, but declared that he 
was afraid Novatney was going to 
shoot him, and he got Novatney first. 

The defence was handled by Mr. 
Frank Eaton, K.C., Calgary. He es- 
tablished that Cocco had been shaving 
in the wash house when the supper- 
bell rang and he had put the razor in 
his pocket, and had not sought the in- 
terview with Novatney. Cocco and a 
Roumanian miner witness swore that 
they had seen a gun in Novatney's hip 
pocket once or twice before the as- 
sault. This Novatney denied, and Mrs. 
and Miss Novatney corroborated his 
statement. Cocco has spent a couple 
of months in jail at Edmonton, after 
Christmas, 1914, in default of payment 


of a $20 fine for refusing to assist a! 
constable in arresting a riotious fellow | 


miner. 


The jury prought in a verdict of 
guilty on the minor charge of unlawful 
wounding, and the Judge sentenced 
him to two years in the penitentiary. 
He told Cocco he might consider him- 
self very lucky that this act had had 
no. more serious results and in the 
view the jury took as to his intent. But 
men must be taught that they cannot 
take the law into their own hands, and 
commit such assaults for real of fan- 
cied injuries. 

Rex v. Richardson— 

Ray Richardson, of Lacombe, was 
charged with the theft of a Clyde colt 
belonging to Mr. John Ellis last De- 
cember. The evidence was complicat- 
ed and_= conflicting, being concerned 
mainly with the positive indentification 
of the colt, and turning largely upon 
the disputed question whether a mare 
will chum up with a colt other than 
her own and even suckle it. There 
was quite a bunch of witnesses includ- 
ing two detectives. His Honor finally 
decided that the evidence was not 
sufficiently strong to justify a convic- 
tion, although he was careful to make 
elear in his summing up, his opinion 
that the prosecution witnesses had 
been quite honest and sincere in their 
evidence. Mr. McLaughlin, Edmonton, 
defended. 

Rex v. Hendersbn— 

J. R. Henderson was charged with 
assault and = battery at Lacombe on 
February 15, the victim being Duncan 
M. Reeves. The Crown consented to 
the reduction of the charge to one of 
common assault, und also admitted 
provocation. ‘Accused pleaded guilty. 
His Honor held that the case should 
have been disposed of summarily, and 
imposed a ane; of $5.00,

ushered in by the Union Government, 
is a different Canada, says the Toron- 
to Mail and Empire, from the one that 
was suddenly roused to arms by the 
sounding of the world alarm in Aug- 
ust, 1914. Who does not feel this to 
be so? How great a change between 
now and then is manifest even to the 
least imaginative who have gone 
through the experience of the last 
five years. Yet there are wilful peo- 
ple who insist that the national life 
should be made to run again in the 
old grooves, and be fashioned in 
moulds that have been rendered ob- 
solete by the transformation the coun- 
try has undergone as a result of its 
war effort. Though the Dominion 
was nearly fifty years old when this 
war began, its growth in greatness in 
all that time did not equal its shoot- 
ing up in national stature and nation- 
al spirit in the last five years. Verily 
the Canada of today is far beyond the 
things that suited the Canada of five 
years ago. 

The Canadian people must look 
forward, not backward. The Union 
Government is not at the end of the 
great period of transition, and all 
who support it must resist the efforts 
of its ‘adversaries to drive a wedge 
into it, says the Toronto paper, which 
continues to state that the politicians 
who two years ago so signally failed 
in their endeavors to frustrate the 
will of the people and to have our de- 
fenders left in the lurch will surely 
bave no better success now. Their 
cry, “To your tents, O party men!” 
will surely not stampede any of the 
supporters of the Union Government. 
The men who were true to their 
country and to their defenders in 
1917 will not now let themselves be 
the dupes of the false fire-lighters of 
two years ago. The convention that 
is being called by the Ottawa Opposi- 
tion and those of its camp is no place 
for any Canadian who stood by his 
country and the Union Government in 
the greatest crisis in the world’s his- 
tory. The men who came together to 
save Canada must remain together to 
preserve from mishap at the same 
recreant hands the country they have 
now started on its mighty career. 
Two years ago it was a hard thing to 
wrench party ties. Today, in this 
Canada of nobler life and _loftier 
ideas, it would be a harder thing to 
descend from the high plane of na- 


tional duty to the pettiness of old 
party strife.

PENALTIES OF LEADERSHIP 


The lot of the British Premier is 
like that of the policeman in the Gil- 
bertian ballad—not a happy one. After 
Lord Derby had been Prime Minister 
he said he had had only two happy 
days in office, one being the day he 
entered and the other day he re- 
tired from it. 

Peel wrote: “It is impossible for 
me not to feel that the duties are 
above all human strength; at least, 
above mine.” Peel also once made 
the curious statement that if his nose 
did not bleed every night during his 
Premiership he could not have borne 
the load of his position. 

Lord Palmerston was so much 
affected by his work that he had a 
special high desk built, which neces- 
sitated a ctanding position He ex- 
plained that if he fell asleep while 
trving to keep up with his work the 
fall would awaken him. 

Disraeli frequently stated that no 
man could have any notion of the 
arduous life, and when Gladstone was 
released from the duties of Prime 
Minister he leaped head over heels 
down a grass bank at Lord Evans’ 
through sheer delight. 

Lord Rosebery once wrote the fol- 
lowing concerning the duties of Prime 
Minister: “He has to deal with the 
Sovereign, with the Cabinet, with 
Parliament, and with public opinion 
in its various kinds and degrees. 
Some of his colleagues he must con- 
vince, some he may have to humor, 
some,,even to cajole.

earnestness of our desires we are us- 
ing these great terms. Conservation 
is the great subject of today, and 
when the Secretary, I understand, of 
one of the organizations met tonight 
suggested that the question of boys 
be discussed in a Dairymen’s Associ- 
ation with the Association of the Fair 
Boards of Alberta, it struck me that 
we were pretty close to the milleni- 
um, making great strides. I remem- 
ber in the early days in Manitoba 
when we used to talk, or listen’ to 
those talking, how easy it was to 
talk about cattle, about the growing 
of stock and the breeding of stock, 
and do you know, we are coming to 
the time when we are beginning to 
realize that our human family is just 
as much in our estimation, a serious 
subject as any other subject that can

up, not to emphasize altogether on 
the boy side of life but the time has 
come to consider side by side the 
great question of the conservation 
‘of the young people, both the boy 
life and the girl life of the country, 
and you will be interested to know 
that it came up something like this, 
that in certain places where we have 
experts working on the subject of the 
conservation of boys there is a per- 
ceptible rise in the moral standing of 
the boy life of these communities. 
There is, on the other side, a percept- 
ible—or at least there is a considera- 
tion that the girl life is not rising in 
the same way,and the challenge came 
to one of the most thoughtful and 
careful, may I say, nonprofessional 
man, because there is a danger of pro- 
fessionalism, that some of us ought 
to begin to think of-how we can raise 
the even standard between the boy 
life and the girl life of the commun- 
ity. Now, to you stockmen, I am 
sure, that will apply very clearly and 
you can see its bearing and its mean- 
ing between the lines. 

I want tonight, just for a few min- 
utes—I always like to start on time 
and stop on time, and if you will give 
me an idea where to stop I will stop 
right on the second. 

Now, we are going to start this 
way. In the first place, our cities 

- are robbing your farms of their boys. 
That is a statement that, I think, will 
be borne out all along the line. That 
adds strength to our community life 
in the city; it does not always add 
strength to your life in the rural com- 
munities, in the villages and on the 
farms. We are anxious to conserve 
the natural life of’ boys and girls, not 
to build up around them a superficial 
organization that will merely guide 
them into certain channels and make 
it a sort of trellis work by which we 
will develop a certain form of life, 
but those of us who these days are 
studying this question are anxious to 
develop along nature’s ‘lines and 
make the real boy and the real girl 
and out of them make the real man 
and the real woman, a genuine, pract- 
ical programme, that will have no 
fuss and no frill and nothing that is 
superficial, just a genuine considera- 
tion of the subject. 

To start with, we make a survey 
in my community in which I am par- 
ticularly interested. We organized 
the older boy life of that community 
to make a survey themselves—not 
this man or that man or this woman 
or that woman—we thought we would 
take no chance where it begun, we 
would have no fads; we would have 
nothing at all that would come in to 
divert what we thought would be the 
natural conclusions and _ logical is- 
sues that would follow; so we gather- 
ed a certain group of young fellows 
in the saner teen years and sent them 
out on a survey of the whole city to 
discover every last buy in that city 
between certain ages.

Winnipeg, Sept. 18.—Judge H. ‘ 
Robson, chairman of the board of 
commerce, declared today that drast- 
ic action cutting down the cost of 
necessities will be taken by the board 
of commerce just as soon as the evi- 
dence at the different probes has been 
taken. 

No advance of necessaries will be 
tolerated, he said. The board aims 
to prohibit the sale of all fancy bacon. 
The retailer who takes a profit in ex- 
cess of one cent per pound’ on any 
sale of sugar is liable to prosecution. 
This applies to Winnipeg dealers and 
is not limited to the east, Mr. Robson 
emphasized. 

Regulation covering all packing 
plants and including such products 
as butter, eggs, cured meats and cold

storage products in general will 
drafted shortly. The order will 
very definite, Mr. Robson said. 
The board will deal with all neces- 
saries of life, including boots and 
clothing, Mr. Robson said. Prosecu- 
tion will be made in every case 
where there is violation of the set 
protit by the dealers. The board it- 
self may impose the fines or institute 
the 


criminal — proceedings 
guilty parties. 

Mr. Robson was not ready to give 
an outline of the provisions to be 
made for checking up of violations of 
the board's orders, but declared that 
every complaint brought to the board 
would: be fully investigated and dealt 
with immediately to the full extent 
of the law.

SIX MILLION ACRES OF 
MANITOBA LANDS 
FOR WAR VETERANS 


Winnipeg, Sept. 18.—By an order- 
in-council passed yesterday, Acting 
Premier Hon. Edward Brown and the 
provincial cabinet placed six millions 
of acres of unimproved farm lands on 
the market for returned soldiers. This 
is the greatest move made by the 
government up to the present time 
for the re-establishment of returned 
men. 

The order-in-council provides for 
the establishment of an arbitration 
board to determine the price the pro- 
vince shall receive for its land. Geo. 
A. Metcalfe, administrator ‘pf succes- 
sfon.duties for tha provincial govern- 
ment, will act as arbitrator for the 
province; of Manitoba. The federal 
government will also name a member 
of the arbitration board. 

The land which has been thrown 
open is all unimproved. much of it 
suitable for farming. The land is 
known at the present time as prov- 
vincial school lands. The value 
placed on it in the public accounts of 
1918 is $13,000,000.
